Social Studies 


The Social Studies Department under- 
took to create in the students an understand- 
ing of world problems through the study of 
American and world history, economics, and 
problems of democracy. The social studies 
1 course gave the freshmen an understanding 
of the local, state, and federal governments, 
a basic prerequisite for good American citi- 
zens. 


English 


English, the basic subject in the high 
school curriculum, included such electives 
as Radio and Dramatics. The study of Eng- 
lish was three-fold: the development of 
communication skills through training in 
speaking and writing and the interpretation 
of ideas through reading and literature, plus 
training in the art of listening. New record- 
ings, tape-recordings, and motion pictures 
of literary works all added to the interest 
of these classes.

The Practical Art Department this year 
consisted of classes in mechanical drawing, 
metals, woodworking, craft, and home eco- 
nomics.

Science 


This year in our Science Department, survey tests were given to ninth 
grade students to discover achievement in the biological and earth sciences, as well 
as to discover special observations and reasoning skills. A new course, Life Science, 
was introduced into the curriculum and a special attempt was made to interest 
pupils in entering a career in science or engineering, in order to relieve the crit- an 
ical shortage in these fields.
